She 
Was not at all conquered by this, but de- 
fiantly told him that her father had told 
her to do it, whereupon he gave her a 
second whipping which had the effect of 
making her promise that she would never 
be guilty of the offense again. 

In the evening, when the hands came 
in from plowing McNeely told Holmes 
what he had done. and stated that if the 
truth had been told by his daughter in 
regard to his advising her to attack his 
children he would administer the same 
dose to him. The negro was surly and 
walked off without taking any notice, but 
turned his mule loose and went directly 
toward a shuck crib, where Miss McNeely 
Was getting out shucks for her cows. 
The young lady had her apron full and 
was just leaving the crib when Holmes 
rushed up and struck her with his fist, 
knocking her about four or five feet. 
Pwell McNeely, the elghteen-year-old 
brother, who was near, struck the negro 
with the only thing at his command—an 
ear of corn. At this the negro began 
reaching for ysocks and cursing him. 
This attracted the attention of Carlos 
McNeely, another brother, who grabbed 
a wagon whip and began to apply it to 
the negro, who, between oaths, was call- 
ing to his wife to bring his gun and 
cursing her because she didn’t get it to 
him.

Judge Speer Enjoined Enforcement. 

When the order of the commission was 
issued on August 2, 1898, W. B. Dismore, 
of New York, and other stockholders of 
the Southern Express Company applied in 
the federal court of the southern district 
of Georgia for an injunction prohibiting 
the railroad commission from enforcing 
its order and also preventing the company 
from complying with it. Judge Speer 
granted the injunction on the ground that 
the railroad commission was acting be- 
yond its province jn ordering the express 
company to pay the tax. Judge Speer 
refused to go Into the merits of the case, 
giving as his reason that the commission 
had gone beyond its depth. The case was 
at once appealed to the circuit court at 
New Orleans. 

The case from Michigan before the su- 
preme court of the United States was 
then soon to be argued and on the belief 
that the Michigan case would cover the 
case the circuit court deferred 
the higher court. The points in the 
Michigan case proved, however, to be dif- 
ferent and the appeal of the rallroad com- 
mission was for argument ig the 
circuit court on May 16th. Attorney Gen- 
eral Terrell, accompanied by Judge Spen- 
cer R. Atkinson, of the commission, went 
to New Orleans fearing the effect of the 
Michigan decision, but determined to 
make the best showing possible for the 
state. The attorney general argued the 
case at length and the express company 
was represented ably by F. H. & W. K. 
Miller, of Augusta, Ga., and Fleming du- 
Bignon, of Savannah. 

Attorney Genera] Terrell, on returning 
to Atlanta, expressed serious doubt ag to 
the outcome, and hence both he and the 
railroad commission were gratified on re- 
celving a telegram from the clerk of the 
circuit. court yesterday morning stating 
that Judge Speer’s decision had been re- 
versed. The decision is reversed and the 
bill in the federal court of Georgia ask- 
ing that the commission be enjoined is 
ordered dismissed. Judge Shelby, of Ala- 
mama, dissented in the opinion from the 
other judges of the court.

“The decision is a great victory for the 
railroad commission,” said Colone] Ter-

tax along to the shipper.”

Washington, June 1—The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows that 
at the close of business, May 30, 1900, the 
debt less cash in the treasury amounted 
to $1,122,608,811, a decrease for the month 
of $2,193,774, which is accounted for by the 
redemption of bends. The debt is recapl- 
tulated as follows: +S. 

Interest-bearing debt, $1,026,482,990: debt 
on which interest ceased since maturity, 
$1,181,880; debt bearing no interest, $390,- 
427,470. Total, $1,418,392.340. 

This amount, however, does not include 
$729,534,179 in certificates and treasury 
notes outstanding which are offset by an 
equal amount of cash on hand.

Hydrographic Work in the South. | 
The action of the United States sen- 
ate in increasing the appropri:®*.on for 
the hydrographic division of the geo- 
logical survey will meet the hearty ap- 
proval of those who have familiarized 
themselves with the excellent work 
done by the representatives of this bu- 

reau in the southern states. 

There Was some opposition to the 
appropriation, a portion of it based on 
the idea that the only section of the 
country which could be benefited is the 
arid west. But the experience of the 
past few years, even with the meager 
appropriations at the dfSposal of the 
men working in the south, has proven 
that in these states as well as the west 
much good {s being done and much 
good can be done in the future by these 
government hvdrographers. 

The value of the work manifests ft- 
self in three. different directions. The 
first of these {s in the study and devel- 
opment of the water power resources; 
the second in the study o? mtiitng pos- 
sibilities which ts incidental to the 
study of water power and water supp!y; 
and, third, is the development of ageri- 
culture through systematic and intelli- 
gent irrigation. 

Georgia and other southern states 
possess great wealth in their water 
powers, but heretofore the lack of gdv- 
ernment data has made it impossible to 
prove this possession to capital seeking 
just this sort of property. The geolog- 
ical survey. in its work of collecting 
the facts about ‘the water powers, 
makes a study of the section in which 
the particular water supply under con- 
sideration is located, and the possibili- 
ties of mining development with its aid 
are presented in a way to become a 
valuable adjunct to the work of the 
state geological bureaus. And then, in 
addition to these results of the work 
of the government hydrographers—the 
more immediate results, as they may 
be termed—there is the important con- 
sideration of the development of sys- 
tems of irrigation in the agricultural 
sections. While it is true that Geor- 
gia and the other southern states area 
blessed with an abundance of water as 
compared with the states of the west, 
it is also true that by a more scientific 
use of the water supply at their com- 
mand the southern farmers, like the 
southern market gardeners, can greatly 
improve the productive quality of their 
land. 

It is only possible to secura the scien- 
tific information by means of which to 
attain these results, through the work 
of the hydrographic division of the 
United States geological survey and 
with the increased appropriation at the 
command of that division, the good re- 
sults hoped for wil!! be assured.

The Pasteur Institute. 

The movement looking toward the 
establishment of a Pasteur institute in 
the city of Atlanta, with a view to 
serving the adjacent states, is ONe 
which should meet with the earnest 
support and commendation of the peo- 
ple of this section. The presence of 
such an establishment would undoubt- 
ed\y be the means of saving many lives 
and of doing away with an ever-present 
menace during the summer season, 
As it is now, persons who have the 
misfortune to be attacked by rabid an- 
imals, are compelled to make the long 
trip to Baltimore, the site of the near- 
est Pasteur institute, and in addition 
to undergoing the expense incident 
thereto, lose the time which in such 
maladies is the most important feat- 
ure. At first, the disease seemed con- 
fined to our canine element, but care- 
lessness, chance or uncontrollable cir- 
cumstances, has brought about its pas- 
sage to other animals, and while the 
danger is not at all imminent, it is one 
demanding prompt and effective atten- 
tion, It is also understood that a long 
list of other disorders. of a germic ori- 
ein, are treated successfully at these 
institutions, another fact which argues 
for the establishment of one in Atlanta. 

The institution, being the only one 
south of Baltimore, would draw on an 
extensive territory. There is no doubt 
that it would be amply able to support 
itseg and even be a source of profit to 
its promoters. It is demanded, more- 
over, by the public wélfare and every

Cuba’s Census. 
Ordinarily statistics are dry enough 
but when they bear directly upon ex- 
isting problems to which every 


ficial returns show that 844,011 were 
males and 728,786 females. This pre- 
ponderance of males over females is 
accounted for by the fact that the for- 
eigners on: the island are almost ex- 
clusively males. Among the natives it 
was found that the males were less 
numerous than the females. 

In each province on the island it 
appears the number of foreigners is 
comparatively small so that when the 
foreign element and the negroes and 
mixed breeds are subtracted from the 
total of population the result shows 
that the balance of power is left not 
simply in the hands of the whites, but 
in the hands of the native whites. In 
the province of Puerto Principe the 
percentage of foreigners is least, while 
in the province of Havana it is great- 
est. due to the large number of for- 
eigners residing in the city of Ha- 
vana. Since the war with Spain most 
of the Spaniards have left the island, 
Several years ago the number of Chi- 
nese on the island was quite large, but 
of late years on account of repeated 
disturbances the number of Chinese 
has been steadily diminishing. 

From the official returns it appears 
that the percentage of illiteracy in Cu- 
ba is nearly 50 per cént, due to the 
policy of the Spanish government eXx- 
tending over many years of keeping 
the natives in ignorance in order to 
prevent them from rising up in insur- 
rection, and to hold them more easily in 
subjection. Great changes have been 
wrought in the island since the United 
States government took possession 
several months ago and in the course 
of time the percentage of illiteracy 
will be’ comparatively insignificant, 
Hastily glancing at other features of 
the census it appears that the rate of 
mortality in Cuba is much greater 
than it is in this country, but this dif- 
ference is due to the habitual disre- 
gard of sanitary precautions so char- 
acteristic of the inhabitants of the is- 
land prior to the time when the Uni- 
ted States government took possession, 
Likewise social conditions on the is- 
land are not what they ought to be. 
Out of the total population of the ts- 
land in 1899 it appears from the offi- 
cial returns that there were only 246,- 
857 persons married under the laws of 
the ehurch while 131,787 persons were 
living together as husband and wife 
without the sanction of the church, 
which was deemed too expensive, and 
1,108,709 were single. 

Although the census makes many 
shocking disclosures if also reveals 
many startling possibilities; and much 
additional light is thrown upon the 
problem which is now agitating the 
minds of the American people.

Instead of making arbitration a vol- 
untary matter in labor disputes, the 
New Zealand statesmen have made it 
compulsory. The law on the subject is 
imperative. When there is a difference 
between employers and their hands, 
the question ‘‘must” go to the court 
of arbitration. There is no alternative, 
FKither side may appeal to the court, 
but pending the decision the employers 
must not shut their doors, Their work 
must go on in the regular course, 

The arbitration law went into oper- 
ation about six years ago and since 
that time there hag never been a labor 
strike in New Zealand, and not a single 
instance of a violent conflict between 
the capitalistic and laboring classes, 
Mr. Lloyd writes like an optimist, but 
his facts will command the attention of 
the thoughtful.

IN THE PUBLIC: EYE. | 


Michigan’s wealthiest and most eccen- 
tric character, Dr. David Ward, who of 
late years has been spoken of 45 Michi- 
gan'’s—‘David Harum,” died on Tuesday 
of this week at his summer home at Or- 
chard Lake, some thirty miles from De- 
troit, leaving behind him the princely for- 
tune of $30,000,000. r. Ward owned ex~ 
tensive timber lands, from which he real- 
ized the bulk of his great wealth. 

He owned, also, coal lands and railroads. 
He was seventy-seven years old, but he 
kept on working until a few weeks 260, 
when he was so reduced by i{llness he was 
not able to work any longer. 

The life of this multi-millionaire was de- 
voted to hard work and money getting, 
but he is remembered, nevertheless, aS @ 
philosopher who left behind him many 
wise old saws of his own invention and 
many a clever thing he said and did will 
go into the traditions of the people of 
Michigan. 

He was born in Keene, Essex county, 
New York, September 15, 1822. His father

agent. David wanted to be-a doctor of 
medicine and he went to Michigan and 
there he was admitted to the practice of 
that profession. He didn’t devote much 
time to writing prescriptions and feeling 
people’s pulses, however, after being made 
a doctor. He wanted then to make money. 

The father of this acute man was a land 
agent, Michigan was at that time the 
best place for a land agent on earth. 
There were millions of acres of pine lands 
and millions of dollars for somebody to 
get out of them. Dr, Ward threw his 
saddle-bags into a corner and went after 
the land. ' 

At first he was a “‘land looker,” that is, 
a man who picks out particularly good 
things for somebody else who has the 
money to buy them. From 1850 to 1857 he 
did that and made money out of the com- 
missions, so that he was able to take ad- 
vantage of the good things he looked up 
without dividing with anybody. Money 
began to pour in the pockets of the 
shrewd young doctor, and in a few years 
he was taken into account when the other 
rich timber land men were discussing big 
affairs. 

Most of those who knew him said he 
was a curmudgeon. They saw, however, 
only the sordid side of the man, They did 
not see the brilliancy of hig make-up or 
note the flashes of his keen mind. He 
kept on making money 8o fast and liked 
it so well he didn’t care much what other 
people said or thought about him. He 
had planned out an even-tempered course 
of life. and he followed it. In late years 
he wag a little, white-haired, stoop-shoul- 
dered man, but he was always shuffling 
around and looking out for his own in- 
terests. He had a broad grin whenever 
he said anything clever or did anything 
that illustrated he was a better business 
man than somebody else. 

One day only last summer he went into 
a distant part of his pine land empire, and 
discovered a man cutting down trees. 
Here was a chance for this David Harum 
sort of an old man, and he didn’t let it 
escape. 

‘Is this yvwour timber?’ asked the old 
man, sitting down on a fine big tree the 
woodman had just felled. 

“No,” said the chopper, resting to chat 
awhile with the stranger. 

‘“‘Whose is it?’’ 

“Oh, it belongs to old Ward. 
all this timber.’’ 

“Are you cutting it for him?” 

‘No, just getting up my winter wood.”’ 

“Ward would be mad if he knew you 
were cutting it. wouldn’t he?” asked the 
little old man. 

‘Would he be mad? Well I should think 
he would. He's as stingy about his pine 
as if he needed it all.” 

‘‘Have you cut much of it?’ 

"Yea, I've got about elght cords of it 
stowed away.” 

‘“‘Where’ve you got it?’ asked the old 
man in the same squeaky sort of voice. 

The woodman showed him where it was 
hidden. Ward began to cackle and grin, 
and as he started away he said: ‘‘Much 
obliged. I’m old Ward.’’ 

They tell that story all around Michigan 
because they say it illustrates the charac- 
ter of the man on one side. He had other 
sides, and they were just as interesting. 

Several years ago this old man began the 
task of writing his life history. Some of 
the advance sheets of the book contain 
interesting accounts of his experiences on 
getting richer after he was rich. One is 
of a race he had with the Soo Land Com- 
pany agents. The first one to the land 
office at Ionia would get the title to 16,000 
acres of pine land. In the race to the Jand 
office, after having looked up the coveted 
land, Ward and his companions found a 
canoe that had been left by the land com- 
pany’s agents. They took it and rowed 
down the river and thus were enabled to 
reach Ionia first. A few hours after 
Ward had filed his list of the land a man 
galloped up to the office on a horse that

Although he was a doctor, he wae nota 
graduate of any college and in fact had 
spent little time jn school. His wisdom 
and learning he acquired while getting 
rich. He never paid any attention to gso- 
cial affairs, as these he regarded as frivo- 
lous. He got out of bed every morning at 
4 «’clock, winter and summer, and went 
to bed at 9 o'clock every evening. As 
s00n as he went to bed everybody else in 
the house was expected to do likewise 
and the house was always dark soon after 
that hour. His widow survives him. He 
left five children. The disposition of hig 
estate is not known.

Washington, June 1—(Special.)—Con- 
gressman Flemigg, of the tenth district, 
tells some inside history of the way the 
law designed to bring Greene and the 
Gaynors within the jurisdiction of the 
southern district of Georgia has been ef- 
fectually squelched ‘by the republican 
managers. In a letter he has Written to 
The Augusta Chronicle telling of the ef- 
forts he has made to secure the enact- 
ment of the law, he shaws that it is 
through the votes of republican members 
of the house committee on judiciary that 
all efforts to secure a favorable report on 
the bill have failed, 

When the federal grand jury met re- 
cently a resolution was adopted urging 
Mr. Fleming to use his best efforts to 
have the bill put through. In order ty 
show how he has tried to bring about 
practical results, Mr. Fleming hag writ- 
ten the following ietter: 

Editor Chronicle—The action of the federal 
grand jury, recently in session at Augusta, 
in recommending that 1 do “all in my power 
to cause the passage of the law proposed by 
the attorney generai,’’ in reference to the ren- 
dition of persons trom one judicial district 
to another in the United States when they have 
been indicted by a federal grand jury, would 
seem to call for some specific statement from 
me as to what has been done in this mat- 


ker. 

asMat request from the jury was entirely 
in accord with my own inclinations a@nd evun- 
Viclions, and from the first step im the pro- 
ceedings 1 have done all in my power to Se- 
cure consideration for this imporiant Measure 
in the judiciary cummittee, Of which i am 
a member. 

The vill proposed by the attorney general ts, 
of course, expressed in compremfenmgive terms 
so as to include ail cases of a like Nature; but 
it was suggested, as we all Know, by the dilti- 
culties encountered in what is generally Known 
as the ‘““Gaynor case,’ in having the defend- 
ants removed from New York tu Georgia tor 
trial under indictment, found by the tiederal 
grand jury at Savannah, for conspiracy in 
ueIrauding the United States government out 
of several miilions of doliars in connection with 
river and harbor work under Captain Oberlin 
M. Carter, who has already been convicted 
by a@ courtmartial tor his part im the same 
transactjous. 

Some persons object to the bill because they 
say it is special legislation. But the fact 
that the necessity tor this bill Was Made 
apparent by the ueveliopments in ome particu- 
lar case can constitute no valid oOwvjection 
tu the bill itself—if its provisions are wise 
and conservative. Had tnere Mever been a 
murderer, there woula never have been a law 
against murder, 

The following dates are significant: 

On April i2tn, the attorney general addressed 
a letter to the chairman oft the house ju- 
diclary committee, and to the ehairman cf 
the senate judiciary committee, in which he 
included a dfaft of a bill, and also gave Mis 
reasons for its passage. 

The chairman of the senate committee «at 
once introduced the bill in the senate, and Dé 
committee acted with promptness, and so did 
the senate, as the bill passed that body April 
i6th—-only four days after the date of the 
attorney general's letter. 

The chairman of the house judiciary com- 
mittee declined or omitted to introduce the 
bili in the house, and gave mé no encour- 
agement when 1 made known to him my wil- 
lingness to do so. 

But that difficulty was overcome by the ap- 
pearance of the senate bill in the house on 
April 17tb, and its immediate referenee to our 
judiciary committee. Myself and others sought 
for prompt consideration, but were met with 
requests for a hearing by the lawyers of the 
derendants in the Gaynor case, which requesis 
Were readily granted. 

After some delay to sult their convenience a 
hearing before the full committee was had on 
May 4th. Some additional delay occurred 
before the printing of thelr briefs. 

The chairman ol our judiciary committee, Mr. 
Ray, of New York, referred the bili to sub- 
committee No. 4, whose chairman Was Air. 
Alexander, of New York—the precise date of 
such reference I have not been able to Aascer- 
lain, 

On several occasions an effort was made té 
get the bill considered and warm words 
ensued, but action was put off on account vf 
the absence of one member of the sub-coin- 
mittee, who desired to be heard, 

This morning (May 29th) | endeavored again 
to get up the bill, but the chairman seemed 
| averse to it, and the sub-committee had made 
no report; in fact, had held no meeting at all 
to consider the bill So | requested that my 
formal protest be entered on the minutes 
against the Inaction of the committee. 

In the discussion that followed it appeared 
that the “‘absent’’ member of the subcom- 
mittee was present in Washington on iaat 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday, Sunday and Mon- 
day, and left last night with no further request 
for postponement and no information on our 
part when he expects to return, if at ali this 
session. 

Under circumstances 1] moved to dis- 
charge the sub-committee from further consii- 
| eration of the bill and to take it up for action 
by the full committee. On this motion the vote 
was a tie, six democrats and one republican 
voting in the affirmative and seven repuDbli- 
cans in the negative. Hence the motion wags 
lost, and with it, in my judgment, all prospect 
of securing any legislation on this subjec*’ 
at the present session of congress. 

It is proper for me to @dd that some of the 
democrats had doubts about the wisdom of 
passing the bill in its present shape, but I 
had prepared two slight amendments which 
would probably have removed these doubts. 
The trouble was we could not secure any con- 
sideration at all for the bill. 

Let me add further, that in stating that siz 
democrats and one republican voted to dlecharge 
the sub-committee and to take up the bill for 
consideration before the full committee. while 
seven republicans voted to the contrary, I lo 
not mean that votes upon measures of this 
| sort ought to be divided by party lines. I only 
| state the facts as they exist. ‘Pity ‘tis, ‘tis 

true.’’ 

I am sure the grand jury will agree with me 
| that I have done all in my power to :

Mr. Walker, of Gude & Walker, 
yesterday afternoon: 

“We are not affected one 
other by the strike. One of 
ters employed by us not at work to- 
day, but whether he striking or not 
we don’t know. All of the men employed 
on the courthouse annex are still at work, 
though I understand efforts were made 
at nogn to get them to quit.” 

Mr. Miles, of Miles & Bradt, said: 

“We had seven men employed on 
new Block factory building.

‘““‘My belief is that if the men had simply 
asked for more money ‘their demands 
would have been granted, but neither the 
contractors nor the mill men can afford 
to grant thelr requests for an eight-hour 
day. The planing mill owners tell me 
that they could not afford to keep their 
mills open if they could not run their 
mills but eight hours a day. They are 
forced to keep their machinery going at 
least ten hours to make any money.” 

Contractor W,. T. Broxtor who was 
ported to have granted the demands of 
the twelve carpenters he had employed 
who struck, called at The Constitution of- 
fice vesterday afternoor’to deny the state- 
ment. He sald: 

“I cannot afford to pay the men any 
more than they are getting at the present 
time. All of my contracts are based on 
the present scale of wages, and if 
should attempt to pay more [ would 
lose money. 

“In Many instances owners and archi- 
tectg have agreed to extend the 
limit on buildings now roing up unti] the 
Strike Is over or until new men come 
In to take the place of the strikers. I 
don’t believe any of the contractors can 
afford to accede to the demands of the 
striking carpenters.” 

The twenty-five carpenters employed by 
Land & Wafford on the Conklin 
house bullding went out, as did the same 
number employed by E. C. Setg on vari- 
ous contracts. The majority of the strik- 
ing carpenters were employed on bulld- 
ing contracts in varlous parts of the ctty.

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How To Keep a House Clean. 


Like everything else, house cleaning has 
become a science, and the woman who 
has the proper pride about her home 
makes systematic study these days of all 
subjects that pertain to cleanliness of 
her house, which cleanliness includes per- 
fect sanitary conditions as well. She must 
Krow exactly what these conditions must 
‘be and next she must systematize her 
methods of cleaning her house so that at 


no time will it be necessary to have 
what the average housekeeper used to 
call her “spring and fall cleaning,’ that 
semi-annual overhauling of the house that 
made the “pater famillas’’ swear when 
returning home for dinner, During these 
cleaning periods hefound all the carpets 
up and nowhere to hang his hat. The Na- 
tional Society of Household Economics is 
naturally impresging American women 
with the necessity of becoming systematic 
housek*epers, and to those of the latter 
who may have a good deal of their own 
work to do the study of economics should 
be one of the most necessary cleaming 
woman's attentions. Sarah McAllister, 
B. S.. in a recent article on household 
economics makes some very practical 
statements as to house cleaning when 
she writes: 

‘“‘Tiouse cleaning in-its true sense means 
putting a house into the best condition 
possible for human habitation. The evils 
to be looked for, met and conquered are 
numerous. A partial list is as follows: 

“First—Dust. This is brought in by th3 
atmosphere and by the-clothing and ¢s- 
pecially by the footwear of the inmates. 
It is produced by wear and tear—notably 
from loosely woven rougs and carpts and 
from the kitchen. Dust 
pure and simple is harmless. We breathe 
it in the air we inhale, drink it in water 
and eat it in nearly all foods. When it 
contains germs it’ may be deleterious. 
Germs themselves may be good, bad or 
indifferent. The broom, mop, scrubbing 
brush and duster are to be used with reg- 
ularity and thoroughness. Particular at- 
tention should be paid to the corners of 
rooms and to all carved and molded sur- 
faces. The corners on the floor should 
be covered with the engentus brass or 
aluminum triangular shields now in 
vogue, Carved surfaces should be treated 
with a damp or wet cloth. 

“In scrubbing the water

septic substance. A cup of kerosene, crude 


petroleum or crude cressol to a pail of | 


water is invaluable. It kills germs and 
insects’ eggs and kills or banishes ver- 
min ' 

“Cracks in the floor or wainscotting, 
openings between door frames and win- 
dow frames and the walls and Knot holes 
in partitions should be filled with putty, 
lithogen filler, plaster of paris or other 
suitable material. Such places are royal 
haunts for roaches and cotton bugs. 

“Loosening of washstand basins should 
be remedied promptly by the plumber, and 
wherever feasible open plumbing should 
be substituted for the closed box like 
styles of the last generation. 

‘“Second—Mold. Mold forms quickly in 
damp places and results from the sprout- 
ing and rapid growth of vegetable germs 
floating in the air. To prevent it use 
whitewash Hberally. In the cellar cover 
walls, ceilings, pillars and partitions with 
it. and do it-twice a year. Whitewash 
all cupboards which are plastered or else 
paint them with three coats of paint. 

“Do not keep bread, cake, potatoes, 
onions and the like in tin or wooden 
boxes on shelves or in open pantries, but 
in old-fashioned earthenware jars with a 
well fitting cover. In a tin box a loaf dries 
in twenty-four hours and becomes spot- 
ted in forty-eight. In a stoneware covered 
jar it will keep a week. 


“Keep cheese under glass; butter in aj 


paraffnated wooden box or earthenware 
jar; meat, fish and other albumenoids in 
an air-tight ice chest; preserves in a dark 
closet. Wrap fruits in tissue paper, 

“Whenever wall paper shows” green 
spots or discoloration take it off for good. 
Den't put on new paper. Have the wall 
or ceiling, ‘‘sized,’’ painted and varnished. 
Even where wall paper does keep clean 
have it varnished. Then once a fort- 
night have it gone over with a damp cloth 
or mop wet and wrung out. 

“Mold finds its best home around the 
kitchen sink and stationary washtubs. 
Keep these as clean as possible and rub 
the woodwork with Kerosene, or, better 
still, crude petroleum, These prevent 
moth and also drive away roaches. 

“Three—Evil gases ang vapors. These 
come chiefly from the plumbing. Once a 
week a half cupful of disinfectant should 
be poured down the sinks, washtubs, 
wash hand basins, bathtubs and urns. 
Any and all disinfectants are good, the 
cheaper and simpler being the best. 
Among those which may be commended 
&re crude cressol, sluuge oil, crude petro- 
leum, solution of white vitriol (sulphate 
of zine) green vitriol (sulphate of iron), 
and zinc chioride, commercial eucalyptol, 
thymol. solution of potassium permanga- 
nate, Conde’'s fiuid, girondin, sanitas, 
Platt’'s chiorides and chloride of lime. 
The disinfectant should be mixed with 
rable water. All good plumbing is 
lventilated outside the house and also in-

Thirty-Three Young Men. Graduated 
at Grand Last Night. 


EXERCISES WELL ATTENDED 


Mock Murder Trial Was a Unique 
Feature of Evening. 


RAINWATER DELIVERED VALEDICTORY 


L. Z. Rosser Made Short Speech and 
Complimented Graduates Upon 
Work Accomplished. 


Stereotyped essays and time-honored 
commencement customs were relegated to 
the background at rhe graduating exer- 
cises of the Boys’ High school, at the 
Grand, last evening, and the large audi- 
ence was treated to something entirely 
new in the way of commencement exer- 
cises. 

A mock murder trial was the feature of 
the evening.

esting exercises. Superintendent W. F. 
Slaton, Professor Willlam M. Slaton, prin- 
cipal of the Boys’ High school, members 
of the board of education and the faculty 
occupied seats on the stage, while out in 
front nearly every seat was occupied by 
an enthusiastic friend of the graduates 
and the institution. 

Exactly thirty-three young men recelv- 
ed diplomas. The class of 190 was one of 
the largest ever graduated from the high 
school.

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How To Keep a House Clean. 


Like everything else, house cleaning has 
become a science, and the woman who 
has the proper pride about her home 
makes systematic study these days of all 
subjects that pertain to cleanliness of 
her house, which cleanliness includes per- 
fect sanitary conditions as well. She must 
krow exactly what these conditions muat 
be and next she must systematize her 


methods of cleaning her house so that at’ 


no time will it be necessary to have 
what the average housekeeper used to 
call her “spring and fall cleanfng,’’ that 
semi-annual overhauling of the house that 
made the “pater famillas’’ swear when 
returning home for dinner. During these 
cleaning periods hefound all the carpets 
up and nowhere to hang his hat. The Na- 
tional Society of Household Economics is 
naturally impressing American women 
with the necéssity of becoming systematic 
housek*epers, and to those of the latter 
who may have a good deal of their own 
work to do the study of economics should 
be one of the most necessary cleaming 
woman's attentions. Sarah McAllister, 
B. S.. in a recent article on household 
makes some very practical 
statements as to house cleaning when 
she writes: 

‘House cleaning in its true sense means 
putting a house into the best condition 
possible for human habitation. The evil§ 
to be looked for, met and conquered are 
numerous. A partial list is as follows: 

“First—Dust. This is brought in by th3 
atmosphere and by the clothing and ¢s- 
pecially by the footwear of the inmates, 
It is produced by wear and tear—notably 
from loosely woven rougs and carpts and 
from operations of the kitchen. Dust 
pure and simple is harmless. We breathe 
it in the air we inhale, drink it in water 
and eat it in nearly all foods. When it 
contains germs it’ may be deleterious. 
Germs themselves may be good, bad or 
indifferent. The broom, mop, scrubbing 
brush and duster are to be used with reg- 
ularity and thoroughness, Particular at- 
tention should be paid to the corners of 
rooms and to all earved and molded sur- 


faces. The corners on the floor should 
be covered with the engentius brass or 
aluminum triangular shields now in 
vogue, Carved surfaces should be treated 


with a damp or wet cloth.

“Cracks in the floor or wainscotting, 
openings between door frames and win- 
dow frames and the walls and knot holes 
in partitions should be filled with putty, 
lithogen filler, plaster of paris or other 
suitable mat&rial. Such places are royal 
haunts for roaches and cotton bugs. 
“Loosening of washstand basins should 
be remedied promptly by the plumber, and 
wherever feasible open plumbing should 
be substituted for the closed box like 
styles of the last generation. 
“Second—Mold. Mold forms quickly in 
damp places and results from the sprout- 
ing and rapid growth of vegetable germs 
floating in the air. To prevent it use 
whitewash liberally. In the cellar cover 
walls, ceilings, pillars and partitions with 
it, and do it twice a year. Whitewash 
all cupboards which are plastered or else 
paint them with three coats of paint. 
“Do not keep bread, cake, potatoes, 
onions and the like in tin or wooden 
boxes on shelves or in open pantries, but 
in old-fashioned earthenware jars with a 
well fitting cover. In a tin box a loaf dries 
in twenty-four hours and becomes spot- 
ted in forty-eight. In a stoneware covered

jar it will keep a week. 


““Keep cheese under glass; butter in a 
paraffnated wooden box or earthenware 


jar; meat, fish and other albumenoids in 


an air-tight ice chest; preserves in a dark 
closet. Wrap fruits in tissue paper. 

“Whenever wall paper shows” green 
spots or discoloration take it off for good. 
Don’t put on new paper. Have the wall 
or ceiling, ‘‘sized,’’ painted and varnishcd. 
Even where wall paper does keep clean 
have it varnished. Then once a fort- 
night have it gone over with a damp cloth 
or mop wet and wrung out. 

“Mold finds its best home around the 
kitchen sink and stationary washtubs. 
Keep these as clean as possible and rub 
the woodwork with kerosene, or, better 
still, crude petroleum. These prevent 
moth and also drive away roaches, 

“Three—Eyil gases ang vapors. These 
come chiefly from the plumbing. Once a 
week a half cupful of disinfectant should 
be poured down the sinks, washtubs, 
Wash hand basins, bathtubs aygd urns. 
Any and all disinfectants are good, the 
cheaper and simpler being the best. 
Among those which may be commended 
are crude cressol, sluuge oll, crude petro- 
Joum, solution of white vitriol (sulphate

NORTHERN CAPITAL COMES IN. 


Two Million Dollars Will Be Used in 
Improvements. 

Huntsville, Ala., June 1.—(Special.)—The 
Belle factory property ten miles northeast 
of Huntsville on the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railway and three 
forks of Flint river, has been sold to 
northern capitalists, who will spend prob- 
ably two million dollars in developing it. 
A deal has been under way for several 
weeks between Colonel H,. F. hompson, 
of the Thompson Land and Improvement 
Company, in behalf of the owners, and 
prominent wool and cotton mil] men, The 
property consists of two thousand acres 
of rich agricuitural lands, and a substan- 
tial mill building located within three- 
quarters of a mile of three water powers 
of several hundred horse power each. 

The purchasers of the property will 
erect a mill at each of the three water 
powers, utilize the old mil] building by 
equipping it with new machinery, and es- 
tablish a new town of about five thou- 
sand inhabitants. Attorneys are now ex- 
amining the titles to the lands and when 
they are proved to be perfect the formal 
transfer will be made.
